In other words, had the legiglature in-
tended to grant: the comrnission the authority to hear
and delermine complaints qdder K.S.A. 7543CIL et seQ.,
it would have done.so in the saine fashion as the other
two laws under our jurisdictioar.

risdiction to hear and determine complaints'uncier
K.S.A. 75-430L et sea.Yiolations,of this ait are handled
by the appiopriate Sounty or district attomey or the At-
torney General's' office by criminal tomplaint.
